eravelling has been completed, 41 corrugated pipe culverts 
‘have been installed, 3 concrete culverts extended to full width 
of road way. 3 concrete bridges on Road 9 have been com- 
pleted and the abutments extended over Dedrick Creek ready 
for a new steel bridge to be placed. 


Maintenance work has consisted in Resurfacing 53 
miles with gravel and stone screenings, 5936 tons of screen- 
ings were used and 38736 yards of gravel were applied. 5.3 
miles of tar mulch was completed, 1.5 miles of tarvia penet- 
ration resurfaced and 1% miles of stone road treated with 
tarvia B. 


An interesting feature of the work this year has been 
the purchase and use of two power maintainers. 


Power Maintainer No. 1 has covered 2127 miles for 
dragging purposes in addition to considerable scarifying, lev- 
elling on construction work and tar mulch work. The grad- 
er has been in operation up till December 1, 145 1-3 days at a 

total cost of $1229.38, or approximately $8.59 per day. This 
includes operator’s wages, gas, oil, etc. Repairs on this grad- 
er for the season were $108.43 for blades and $24.00 for re- 
placements. 


Power Maintainer No. 2 has covered 1116 miles of drag- 
ging and worked on tar mulch work. It has been operating 
60.3 days at a total cost of $487.33, approximately $8.06 per 
day. Blades $30.90, replacements $1.39. 


There is at present on the County System: 


172% miles Gravelled Roads 
9.8 miles tarvia penetration 
5.3 miles Tar Mulch 

24.5 miles Dirt Roads 





202.1 Total Mileage. 
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In the interests of the travelling public the committee 
purchased reflectors as a safety guard at the Bowlby Cross- 
ing and may say they are working very satisfactory and 
would recommend that more reflectors be placed at most 
dangerous places on the County System. 


Your committee feel that considerable money might be 
saved in maintenance both in material and labor if the Tar 
Mulch program was continued and would recommend to the 
Committee of 1929 that they consider the application of tar 
mulch in their program. 


The Committee feel that a more systematic device might 


be installed for the purpose of delivering gravel to the crush- 
ers. 


Committee fees to date since the last meeting $250.80.

BY-LAWS 
BY-LAW NO. 602 


A By-Law for prohibiting or regulating the obstruction, 
encumbering, injuring or fouling of Highways cn County 
Roads in the County. of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary to pass a By- 
Law for prohibiting or regulating the obstruction, encumber- 
ing, injuring or fouling of Highways or Bridges on County 
Roads on the County Road System in the County of Norfolk, 
pursuant to the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1927, Chapter 
233, Section 502 and sub-sections thereto. 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk in Coun- 
cil assembled: 


1. That from and after the passing of this By-Law all 
door steps, porches or other erections or things projecting 
into or over any highway on the County Road System in the 
County of Norfolk shall be removed by the owner or occupant 
of the land in connection with which they exist. 


2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that after the passing 
of this By-Law, it shall not be lawful for any person or pers- 
ons to build or maintain any fence or fences, including worm 
fences, on any highway on the said County Road System or 
to place or deposit any firewood, obstruction or any other 
thing calculated to obstruct it or to obstruct or interfere with 
public travel on any highway or bridge on said County Road 
System and all such obstructions are required to be removed 
by the person by whom the same are or were built, maintain- 
ed, placed or deposited.

3. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that from and after 
the passing of this By-Law, it shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons to throw, place or deposit on any highway 
or bridge on said County Road System, any dirt, filth, glass, 
handbills, paper, obstructions or other rubbish or refuse, or 
carcass of any animal. 


4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that after the passing 
of this By-Law, it shall not be lawful for any person or pers- 
ons to obstruct any ditches or culverts upon highways on said 
County Road System. 


5. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED,.that the Road Super- 
intendent of the said County of Norfolk on said County Road 
System, may place, regulate and maintain upon said highways, 
traffic signs for the purpose of guiding and directing traffic 
provided that no such traffic signs shall be placed upon that 
portion of any highway which lies between the double tracks 
of a street railway constructed upon such highway known as 
the devil strip. 


6. For every breach of or offence against the provis- 
ions of this By-Law, every person who so offends, shall be 
liable on Summary Conviction before a Police Magistrate to 
a penalty or fine of not more than $50.00 and costs recoverable 
under the Ontario Summary Convictions Act. 


7. The provisions and proceedings set forth in the 
Ontario Summary Convictions Act with respect to the proper 
procedure to be taken upon any complaint or complaints, 
charge or charges made against any person or persons upon 
Summary Conviction may be had and taken against any per- 
son or persons for any breach or breaches of this By-Law and 
of its terms, and the proceedings of the Ontario Summary 
Convictions Act are hereby declared applicable hereto and 
are hereby adopted for the purpose of the enforcement of the 
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provisions of this By-Law.

BY-LAW NO. 603 


By-Law of the County of Norfolk confirming By-Law 
No. 426 of the Corporation of the Township of Charlotteville. 


Whereas a By-Law numbered 426 was passed by the 
Municipal Council of the Township of Charlotteville in the 
County of Norfolk, on the Sixth day of February, 1928 to 
close, stop up, and convey to His Majesty the King in the 
right of the Minister of Lands and Forests of the Province 
of Ontario, the original roads or streets shown in the Town 
Plot of Charlotteville, Lot 14, Concession A of the Township 
of Charlotteville, namely: Park Street, Back Street, North 
Row, Court Street, West Row, East Row, South Row and 
Grave Street. 


AND WHEREAS the said streets and roads have never 
been opened up or improved. 


AND WHEREAS His Majesty the King in the right o1 
the Minister of Lands and Forests, of the Province of Ontario, 
has purchased the adjacent lands for the purpose of establish- 
ing a reforestation station and has intimated through his 
representatives that they desire to purcnase the aforesaid 
streets and roads, and satisfactory arrangements have been 
made between them and the Municipal Council regarding said 
purchase. 


AND WHEREAS His Majesty the King in the right of 
the Minister of Lands and Forests has agreed to construct 
and maintain certain roads in Charlotteville Township here- 
inafter specified namely: the centre town line from the sec- 
ond concession south to the Fredericksburg road thence fol- 
lowing the Fredericksburg road to a point where the Freder- 
icksburg road crosses the line between Lots 14 and 15 thence 
by the shortest route to the foot of the Turkey Point Hill; the 
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first concession of Charlotteville from the point where the 
line between lots 9 and 10 intersects easterly to the centre 
town line; also that part of the Front Road from the point 
where the line between lots 11 and 12 intersects same, easter- 
ly to the easterly boundary of Lot 14. It also being under- 
stood that the aforesaid roads shall remain vested in the 
township of Charlotteville. 


AND WHEREAS the said Council of the Township of 
Charlotteville have requested that the said By-Law No. 426 


be confirmed by the Municipal Council of the County of 
Norfolk. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to confirm the 
said By-Law. 


THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation 
of the County of Norfolk in Council Assembled enacts as 
follows: 


1. That said By-Law No. 426 of the Corporation of the 
Township of Charlotteville, passed on the Sixth day of Feb- 
ruary, 1928, and entitled, “By-Law to close, stop up, and con- 
vey to His Majesty the King in the right of the Minister of 
Lands and Forests of the Province of Ontario, the streets or 
roads shown in the Town Plot of Charlotteville, Lot 14, Con- 
cession A of the Township of Charlotteville, namely: Park 
Street, Back Street, North Row, Court Street, West Row, 
East Row, South Row and Grave Street, be and the same is 
hereby ratified and confirmed.
